$1,700.000 NEEDED 


TO RON STATE 


Oklahoma Cky, Ok., July 18.—(More 


than $100,000 of 
departmental 
ap- 


propriations for the ftscal year end- 
ing June 30 last reverted to the state 
treasurer, 
according 
tp 
estimates 


made by the state auditing depart- 
ment 


The new 'fiscal year, iwhich began 


July 1, found appropriated for that 
period for the executive and judicial 
branches of the government a total of 
$2,716,023, an increase of $35,000 over 
total appropriations made for the last 
fiscal year. 


By far the greatest amount of the 


total for this year will go for educa- 
tion, beinj * little over $1,000,000- in 
which amount is included $20,000 for 
maintenance of the institution for 
the feeble-minded at Enid, but does 
not include $22,750 for conduct of the 
states training 'school for incorrig- 
ibles at >Pauls Valley. With the educa- 
tional appropriation, however, tire in- 
cluded institutions for the deaf and 
blind and the state orphanages. The 
executive department comes in for 
nearly $750,000. In maintenance of the 
state asylums it will require a cash 
outlay of more than $400,000 


Or'me, in the maintenance of state 


prisons, will cost more than $JSO.OOO, 
and crime and insanity combined will 
cost nearly as much as die running 
expenses of the executive branch, and 
nearly two-thirds of the amount go- 
ing for education To be exact, the 
appropriations are Educational insti- 
tutions, $1,088,776, executive branch 
(all state offices), $728,574, keep of 
insane, $398,774: keep of criminals (in 
state prison), $252,800 


It will cost the taxpayers '$168,586 


to maintain the judicial branch of 
the government for the twelve months 
of which i$60,OS6 is for the supreme 
court, $I7;600 for the Criminal Court 
of Appeals, $87,000 for District courts 
and #t9W^0rT:tten$me~W£rre'T$poTt- 
ers. With the appropriation for the

IMPORTANT DECISION 


IN IANO GASES 


Muskogee, Okla., July 18.—That in 


Indian affairs it has been the funda- 
mental principle of the United States 
government to have restrictions run 
with the land, and not wfth the indi- 
vidual, was declared by Judge R. 'E. 
Campbell in deciding the 
Chootaw- 


yhickasaw surplus land cases. 


The court in deciding this class of 
ases held that in cases of land allot- 
ted to living allottees, 'who after- 
ward died, the heirs could not sell 
the surplus lands except under the 
provision of the one, three and five 
vears agreement, that is to say one- 
'ourth of the land could be sold in 
one year, one-fourth in three years 
and the remainder in five years. The 
ontention of the defendant was that 
ill the land could be sold by heirs 
of the allottee, but the court held 
otherwise. 


The court has taken under con- 


sideration the question as to the right
